The proceedings ut yesterday's .session 
of the commission inquiring into ttlie 
operations of t lie Assessment Act were 
ot a particularly interesting character. 
At the morning sitting U. G. S. Lindsay, 
managing director of t'he Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal Co., appeared and entered 
an objection to the taxing of coal land' 
at live per cent, us wild lauds. lie 
entered very fully into the question and 
the commissioners were evidently much 
impressed with what he said. At the 
morning silting also, Hon. It. G. Tutlow 
made the important announcement that 
the Act in practice had come Iboing close 
to the estimates. The estimates fixed 
the 'revenue at $050,000. The returning 
by June 80th would bo S0S0.O0O. 

The major portion of the afternoon 
Hussion was taken up with .hearing the 
views of the deputation from the Vic- 
toria Board of Trade. This deputation 
represented the merchant's interests 
solely and explained the objections which 
that section of the community have 
-against the operation of the Act, com- 
plaining particularly of the tax on lia- 
bilities. A C. Clalt spoke of the opera- 
tion of t'he two per cent, tux, combatting 
the views expressed by mining men 
from Sloran on the previous day. The 
commission will resume its sittings at 
1(1 o'clock this morning, when ;i delega- 
tion from Vancouver wiii appear and 
give testimony as to tire operations of 
the Act. 

MORNING SESSION. 
At the opening of the morning session, 
G. G. S. Lindsay, vice-president and 
general manager of the Crow's Nest 
Fuss Coal Co., called attention to the 
large tax of 5 per cent, on coal lands. 
It warn excessive oil this class of proper- 
ty, the intention of the act was to compel 
people to improve their property, and 
it was obviously impossible to improve 
cool lands. The company thought coal 
lands might be treated us real lands 
or treated in n class by themselves. The 
company was paying $1,500 an acre on 
the lands being worked and thus were 
paying a triple tax. He suggested that 
coal lands should be placed in a class 
by themselves and taxed less heavily 
than at present. It was important to 
tht) company to have this thing taken 
up by the commission, us in Alberta, 
where they paid no royalties the mines 
were coming in competition with, the 
•ICootenay mines. Mr. Lindsay entered 
into :i history of his company's affairs 
indie:. ting that at no time was the com- 
pany a monopoly. 

To the chairman, Mr. Lindsay said 
■he thought t ho smelting industry was 
on the up-grade. British Columbia had 
undoubtedly a great future ahead of 
her; bat it was only for the large capi- 
talist. The small capitalist could not 
do very much. He thought the policy 
of the government should be to woo cap- 
ital to British Columbia on a large scale. 
Tin-re was no province in the Domin- 
ion with such great natural wealth. 

Replying to Mr. Buntzcu, Mr. Lind- 
say explained that the coal lands in Al- 
berta paid no royalty at all. 

To Mr. Ker, Mr. Lindsay said very 
little timber was taken off the coal 
land-. There was no way of ascertain- 
ing the market value of the lauds. The 
company had recently acquired liOO.UOOj 
acres more of binds. 

To .Mr. Tatlow, Mr. Lindsay agreed 
that the company's contention was that 
the mines could only be attacked at four 
points; that the company held these i 
points and the balance of the land was 
practically valueless. As far as the 
mountain tops were concerned the com- 
pany would gladly 'give them back to 
the government, but tin!

The deputation from the Hoard of 
Trade, leaded by Colonel Trior, wis 
here given 'hearing. Colonel Prior ex- 
plained the dissatisfaction which was 
apparent uniongst the business men re- 
specting the operation of the Assessment 
Act. The merchants objected particular- 
ly to the tax on liabilities. As the mer- 
chants here were so fur from th« big 
markets of supply, they were compelled 
to curry large stocks, and they objected 
to being taxed so 'heavily. The commit? 
tee thought, if the merchants were to 
pay one-half of one per cent, and half 
the liabilities and book debts, it would, 
lie more equitable. 1 The committee also 
thought commission merchants should be 
rated more heavily than at present. In 
tile Northwest Territories the govern- 
ment collects $210 per year from a 
liquor house before travelers can solicit 
orders. It was manifestly unfair that 
'because large stocks were carried for 
the accommodation of the public, mer- 
chants shoiyd be so heavily taxed. 

Mr. C. E. Todd said the Board of 
Trade committee spoke only for the mer- 
cantile interests. It was admitted that 
the taxes should be increased in order 
to provide the necessary revenue, but 
the merchants thought they were taxed 
disproportionately. The merchant de- 
served more consideration than the cap: 
talist who came here to live on his 
money. It was not necessarily the net 
worth of the merchant on which ho 
would pay, he would pay on his liabili- 
ties—stock and book debts. 

Hon. Colonel Prior then read a state- 
ment showing how a particular mer- 
chant, was discriminated against. lie 
thought the commission would see that 
the tax bore very heavily on the mer- 
chants in this city who carried largo 
■stocks. The merchants also hud to pay 
the municipal tax. 

The chairman thought that the muni- 
cipal tax was very small. 

Hon. Colonel Prior also explained that 
when a traveler went to sell goods in 
any provincial towns be had to pay the 
§50 municipal tax.

London, Jan. 1 1. — A serious scandal

ODESSA, Jan. 11. — The police last 
night authorized the bure an- 
nouncement that a dangerous con- 
spiracy against the government 
had been unearthed and that large quan- 
tities of seditious literature had been 
confiscated. In well informed circles 
the opinion prevails that the work has 
'been permitted to advance so far that 
irreparable damage has been done. That 
wholesale arrests will be made within 
the next 24 hours seems to be the gen- 
eral belief. Humors are in circulation 
to the effect that several well known 
Socialists have already been imprisoned. 

When the first news of t'he existence 
of tho conspiracy and ...s purpose .if dis- 
seminating seditious literature among 
the reservists, soldiers and .sailors reach- 
ed the authorities, comparatively little 
attention was paid to it. But it was 
found that by bribery and other means 
the agitators had managed to smuggle 
huge quantities of the most seditions 
matter into the naval and military bar- 
racks all over the empire, and the work 
ban been going on so long that the opin- 
ion gains ground that nearly all of tho 
recent outbreaks, together with much of 
the ever increasing spirit of rebellion 
among the troops, may be attributed to 
the undisturbed activity of the Odessa 
conspirators. 

The investigation just begun will lie 
continued until every man and woman 
concerned in the plot lias been identified 
and in-rested, and many predict that a' 
scandal of almost inconceivable propor- 
tions will follow the first disclosures.

Duke 
was yesterday transferred tx> the insane 
•asylurn nt Amityville, L. I., from the 
Sanfoixl Hall sanitarium at flushing. 
"The, Duke family, it was learned today, 
■will not only seek to bare the marriage 
to Miss Webb annulled, but will bring 
Crlmitual charges against persons who 
will be charged with a eonspkiaey to 
■bring about Jiia marriage. 

The action looking toward the release 
of Duku war) taken today 'by Lawyer 
Oliampos Andrews, who obtained from 
J-uatice Gaynor, of the Supreme court iu 
Brooklyn, a writ of habeas corpus call- 
ing upon the superintendent of the San- 
J'oixl iiall su'iiiturium to produce Duko 
on Friday morning at 10 o'clock. 

On the other hand, Lawyer Cornelius 
J. Sullivan, counsel for the Duku fam- 
ily, appeared before Justice Groehbnuni, 
of the Supreme court, this afternoon and 
■obtained an order directing Duko and 
this relatives to show cause why a com- 
mittee .should not bo appointed to take 
charge of the person and property of 
Brodie L. Duke. The order was made 
returnable in the Supreme court on Jan. 
20. iMx. Sullivan also obtained from 
Judge Greenbaum an order restraining 
It. S. Knulliuau from disposing of two 
Xtnomissory notes aggregating $ll>,800, 
which Duke issued and gave Kauffmau 
to discount in fche course of transactions 
for the purchase of lands in Texas oil 
behalf of Mrs. Duke. 

Announcement was made today that 
Laurence Duke, son of Brodie L. Duke, 
recently committed to a sanitarium ou 
the order of a magistrate, ihad taken 
steps to secure the. annulment of his 
father's marriage to Miss Alice Webb. 
What turn the investigation by District 
Attorney Jerome may take is yet uncer- 
tain, hut it was said there would cer- 
tainly be no immediate arrest in the 
case, the investigation having not reach- 
ed a stage where a criminal prosecution 
involving such action was possible. 

Lawyer John D. Lindsay announced 
•that Laurence Duke, son of Brodie L. 
Duke, 'had instructed him to begin an 
action for the annulment of Brodie L. 
Duke's •marriage to the former Miss 
Webb. He said: 

"We (rare placed all the facts in our 
ipossesslon in the .hands of the district 
attorney and it is for 'him to decide 
■whether any criminal action will be 
taken." 

Mr. Lindsay said lie knew nothing 
about -a statement attributed to Mrs. 
Duke that an offer of $300,000 had been 
made to her on condition that she con- 
sented to annulment of the marriage. 

The marriage took place while Duke 
and the woman were on a debauch. It 
is also alleged he was drugged. The 
(record of Duke's bride shows that she 
was originally nil orphan asylum found- 
ling, then tenderloin woman, finally a 
successful adventuress.

iMrs. Alice Desplaines, friend and com- 
panion of Mrs. Duke, was in the district 
attorney's olllee today under subpoena, 
lint did not go before the grand jury.

Dr. Maurice A. Strum told Assistant 
District Attorney Lord today that Mrs.

PARIS, Jan. 11. — Indications point 
to 11 speedy transfer of the atten- 
tion of the continental chancel- 
leries from southea-stern Bur- 
ope to north wevuern Africa. News 
liom Tangier and Fez show 
thai, notwithstanding the recent 
backdown by the Sultan and his assur- 
ances, the anti-European feeling its grow- 
ing anions 'his subjects and the long 
smouldering Moines of resentment among 
the Moors against the annexation 
schemes of France may break into a vio- 
lent conflagration without a moment's 
not ice. 

Already the foreign ministers and 
consuls at Tangier and Fez are warn- 
ing their countrymen of the danger that 
is threatening them and are advising 
tnem thai all wi.o cull n.ay leave Moroc- 
co until t'he present dangerous situation 
is >passed. It now seems that before 
long France, which regards Morocco as 
her legitimate prey, may he compelled 
to send an army into the country to 
combat a "holy war" that may be wag- 
ed on as active a scale as was the bust 
uprising in the Soudan, which General 
Kitchener brought to an end. It is sus- 
pected thai since hurt April, when Bile 
■Anglo-French convention was signed, 
'recognizing France's superior rights in 
Morocco, the Paris government has been 
.secretly fomenting a spirit ot unrest 
among the Moors with the object of 
.bringing matters to a head, necessitat- 
ing French intervention. 

Whether this be so or not, it is cer- 
tain that within the pu-sl nine months 
the Moorish tribesmen have been get- 
ting more and more out of hand, and 
• m their occasional entries into the towns 
where there are Europeans they shout 
insults to tiie "Christian dogs." and as- 
sert their intention of driving them from 
the country. The leader of the Euro- 
pean propaganda is Ilaisuli.

Not for many years have the tribes- 
men been so friendly to one nnotlier us 
they now are, and for that reason they 
are at present more dnngeroun to French 
ambition in northwest Africa than they 
have ever been before. 

The Sultan of Morocco, Abdul Aziz, 
is believed to be completely in the hands 
of the French, for which reason, if I'here 
Iba an outbreak of hostilities, it will be 
in the nature of a civil war us much us 
nil attack ugil'lnSI the Enropcaii-s, The 
Moors are now charging that Abdul Aziz 
has left the Moslem faith for Christian- 
ity and are endeiivoring to cause the 
troops loyal to him to desert in the name 
of tiie Prophet. Kalsnli is making the 
most of this feeling or religious uiiimos- 
itv toward the Sultan, and he is secretly 
mushing the claims of the pretender. M11- 
ley Mohammed, on the undoi'slil tiding 
tlirt if the pretender gains Che throne 
ho will make Ituisuli his prime minister.

Washington, Jan. 11. — The appoint- 
ment of Lieut. -Cell. Miles as military 
general of the state of Massachusetts 
look an overshadowing place in the de- 
liberal ions of the house of representa- 
tives today. A discussion was occurring 
over I he army appropriation, and tho 
excitement was injected into the debate 
by -Mr. II r II, who offered an amendment 
providing that retired officers above the 
grade of major should not receive the full 
pay or their grade when assigned to duty 
with thci militia of the several states. 
Several members declared that the 
amendment was directed especially at 
Genera] Miles, but Mr. Hull insisted 
that he had no such thought in mind 
and argued that the Vs2£t_ results were 
rrhtaincd from officers of lower grades, 
lie asserted that not until t'he law was 
passed allowing increased pay for offi- 
cers assigned to tiie militia did retired 
officers of the higher grades apply for the 
appointments. lie said it was such in- 
creased iiay and not patriotism which 
■prompted them and 'he characterized 
their conduct as unseemly. This state- 
ment aroused Mr. Cochrane of Xew York 
who declared that it was simply penal- 
izing superiors to the advantage and 
profit of inferior officers. The measure 
was adopted.

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TWO LOAN BYLAWS. 

Ratepayers (should not forget Uie loan 
bylaws that urc being submitted today 
for approval. One is to provide for 
the prosecution, without delay, of work 
on James Bay flats in connection with 
t'ho construction of tho C. P. R. hotel, 
and the other is to provide a homo for 
the old men. / i 

As to the lirst, the city, having [put 
its hand to the plough, cannot turn back. 
It is essential, in the interests of every 
person, that the work should proceed. 
.To that end J?25,OU0 is necessary, 
as explained by the Mayor in the in- 
terview published in the Colonist, and 
a bylaw providing for the raising of that 
amount, requires authorization. It is 
really unnecessary to urge the passing 
of the bylaw. Every ratepayer under- 
stands the circumstances and can ap- 
preciate Just what it means if, by any 
chance, the bylaw were defeated. Up 
to this point every stage of the recla- 
mation of the flats has been approved 
by the ratepayers, and the election of 
Mayor Barnard by acclamation ami the 
general lack of criticism upon the course 
pursued toy the council of last year are 
evidence that the policy in that regard 
wi'i be supported to the end. 

In regard to the second bylaw, to pro- 
vide for the construction of an Old 
Men's Home at a cost of $10,000, we 
do not think there will be anything but 
general concurrence. The common dic- 
tates of humanity and the respect due 
to the aged are sufficient to make for 
these old men, unfortunate enough to 
end their days as wards of the city, a 
home within precincts that will not sug- 
gest at every hour of the day the last 
resting place to which they are hasten- 



.OARVING OUT NEW PROVINCES. 

Thos. A. Maguu-e, of Prince Albert. 
■Sask., formerly Chief Justice of the Ter- 
ritories, writes a letter to the Toronto 
Globe nneut tho formation of new Prov- 
inces in the Northwest Territories. A 
delegation representing the Government 
is at Ottawa at the present time negoti- 
ating tonus for Provincial autonomy, 
and Mr. Maguire's letter is opportune. 
The people of the Territories are unani- 
mously in favor of autonomy under a 
Provincial form of government; but they 
are not apparently in favor of the 
.scheme advocated by Hon. Mr. Hnultain 
in its entirety. In the draft bill propos- 
ed by him in 1901 for methodically set- 
ting forth the terms and conditions upon 
which he claimed autonomy should be 
grauted, he proposed that the new Prov- 
ince should include Assiniboia, Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta and that part of 
Athabaska south of the 57th parallel. 
The area comprised in the new Province 
to be thus formed would be 404,000 
squaro miles, slightly greater than that 
of British Columbia,, and/ nearly double 
that of Ontario. The population at that 
time was, according to Mr. Maguire, 
100,000. Mr. Haultaln was williug for 
the next ten years, as a basis for per 
capita subsidy from! the Dominion, that 
it should be lixed at 250,000. Already, 
so quickly have events moved in that 
country, Hie population is estimated at 
450,000. It will be seen, therefore, that 
one who favored the formation of a 
single Province out of all that territory 
in 1001 might consistently oppose it in 
1005. At that time. Mr. Maguire says, 
the people wen? not a unit on the subject 
aud now they are much more strongly 
opposed to it. 

It is pointed out that tho people in 
the northern part of the territory are 
opposed to a 'union with those in the 
south. There exists a really differeu: 
set of conditions. In the south, in Al- 
berta and Assiniboia, the land is open. 
Hot, treeless, adapted to cattle ranch- 
ing aud grain growing. In the north 
the land is rolling, well watered and 
supplied with abundance of timber, and, 
therefore, peculiarly adapted for small 
mixed farming. Tin- northern portion in- 
cludes that part known as the Peace 
river district, not yet opened up, hut 
brimful of possibilities. The dividing 
line proposed by some would be the 
northern boundary of Assiniboia running 
due cast to the Rocky Mountains. Ry 
others it would run due north and south 
parallel with the western boundary of 
.Manitoba. Mr. Maguire thinks, if two 
Provinces are to be formed, homogeneity 
of conditions should be one of the prin- 
ciples to keep in view. The northern 
Province would include the most north- 
erly limits of Athabaska. That would 
give two Provinces of reasonable size. 



iug line the western boundary of Sas- 
katchewan and extending it northward 
to the northerly limit ot Athabaska. 
That port of Keewutin north of the 
(Nelson Itiver and east of Athabaska 
to Hudson Bay, should he added to Sas- 
katchewan, while Manitoba might be 
extended northerly to that river, and 
eastward far enough to give it frontage 
on the bay. Each Province would then 
have access to tho bay and the use 
in common of tho Nelson Kiver. Briefly 
that is Mr. Maguire's scheme for Pro- 
vincial partition of the Northwest. 

The Globe, commenting on the pro- 
posal, says that 'heretofore little atten- 
tion has been paid to the question ot 
the territorial extent of the Provinces. 
"Our Provinces," it remarks, "like the 
States of the adjoining Union, vary all 
the way in areu from Prince Edward 
Island, with its 2,184 square miles, to 
■British Columbia, witli its M72.030, or 
the territory of Mackenzie with its 002,- 
000 square miles. Similar discrepancies 
are to be found among the States to the 
south, where we have Rhode Island 
witli an area of 1,247 square miles, and 
Texas with 200,011. Communities the 
size of Prince Edward Island and Rhode 
Island are, of course, not the result of 
deliberate purpose, but tho product of 
geographical and historical conditions." 
The Globe truly says that time has 
shown that there are distinct disadvant- 
ages in small Provluces. 

The proposal to carve three Provinces 
out of a country so compact in area 
and so homogeneous in conditions as tho 
Northwest Territories is absurd. With 
the extension of the Manitoba boundar- 
ies, then- does not seem to he any occa- 
sion to have more than two large Prov- 
inces between Ontario and British Co- 
lumbia, and at the very outside three. 
In fact, by joining the three Maritime 
Provinces into one, we could, continue 
as we are with seven Provinces in all. 

With one exception we quite agree 
with the conclusion of the Globe, which 
is in accordance witli what the Colonist 
has been -advocating as follows: 

"Is there any good reason why the 
Yukon should not be added to British 
Co'umhia, and what is now tho terri- 
tories of Mackenzie, Franklin, Keewatin 
and Ungava to Provinces already form- 
ed or to be formed V Ungava might be 
added to Quebec, part of Keewatin to 
Ontario, and between the western boun- 
dary of Ontario and the Pacific Ocean 
there need not be more than three Prov- 
inces altogether. Provinces of this size 
would be strong financially, and able to 
assume the work of administration un- 
der the most favorable conditions." 

There is one good reason why, in tho 
present circumstances, the Yukon should 
not be joined to British Columbia: Our I 
territory, by reason of its peculiar physi- 
cal character, is already too large aud 
too rugged to be efficiently admiuis- j 
torcd with the financial resources at our | 
disposal. With all the revenue, customs j 
and otherwise, that has been created j 
by the Yukon, it has only beeu self- | 
sustaining. That is, it has cost the Do- j 
■minion about all the country has pro- I 
duced in the way of revenue to admin- 
ister it. Take away the customs aud 
inland revenue, which would go to the! 
Dominion, and the Province would have | 
the privilege of administering it at a | 
large annual loss. If in a new deal, the I 
Province of British Columbia got all the j 
customs revenue contributed by the Ya-l 
kou and a large additional annual allow- 
ance on account of British Columbia, 1 
the Government might be able to con- i 
sider it favorably. 

In any event, we are counting with- 1 
out our host. lion. Clifford Sif ton's 
interest in the Northwest and the Yukon 
is not yet exhausted. He and his friends 
have not yet hern heard from, and we 
can predict with perfect ease that no 
arrangements will be made such as have 
been suggested by which they will he 
shorn of the patronage and the other 
etceteras so extensively enjoyed during 
the past eight years. They will not give 
that up without a struggle, and up to 
the present time Mr. Sifton has demon- 
strated that the strength of his "pull 
with Laurier" is too groat to have his 
plans in the West interfered with.

The attempt to show that the increase 
of population in the Province and its 
development by the construction of rail- 
ways is held by the "Opposition press" 
to, bo a "calamity" to the Province is, 
of course, dishonest. It is an ingenious 
effort to distort an argument based on 
a certain set of conditions 'which bear 
hardly on the Province as the result of 
our present Federal relations. Wherever 
Immigration can be concentrated In set- 
tled parts of the Province, it serves to 
lessen the per capita cost of adminis- 
tration by the greater number of people 
to bear the burden; hut where popula- 
tion is scattered over new districts oimui- 
ed up by railways it tends to Increase 
the responsibilities of the Government 
in providing for the new wants thus 
created without a proportionate increase 
of revenue. This is easily demonstrated 
and emphasizes the necessity, in the 
peculiar physical conditions of the Prov- 
ince, for increased .subventions from the 
Dominion. The opemng up of the whole 
northern interior by a railway, the act 
of the Dojninion Government, carries 
with it the duty, on the part of the Fed- 
eral authorities, to enable the local ad- 
ministration to properly! provide for the 
requirements of tne population thus 
brought in. On this point we refer read- 
ers to tho representations bearing on 
this point made by lion. S. N. Parent 
and Hon. G. W. Ross, contained in the 
memorandum presented by the Provin- 
cial Premiers to the Dominion Ooveru- 
nuMit in llitHJ:

London Times Expert on Ord- 
nance Inventcdlby Ceptofn 
Cullcn. 

Inventor of the Unique Gun 
Is Now Visiting liils 
City. 



In reference to tlx- Cullen ball-bearing 
ordniince, the inventor of which is uow 
in this city, the following, which nppeur- 
ed, in tho London Times of June hist, j 
will be rend with interest: 

It Is it curious circumstance In the his- 1 
tory of firearms that, though hundreds of 
Inventors have devoted their time and in- 
genuity to the Improvement of suns, no 
change of fundamental Importance baa been 
effected In the means by which rotation Is 
Imparted to the projectile since ruling 
wns llrst Introduced. In loading, mount- i 
ing, sighting, powder, projectiles — In fact, I 
in almost every feature t Hat "can tie named I 
— there lias been substantial progress, ex- 
cipt in riding, which, In spite of changes 
in details, such us the form and depth of 
the grooves, may be said to remain unal- 
tered In essentials. Yet very brief consid- 
eration is sufficient to show that rifling 
as at present practiced is very wustefu 
and unsound from the mechanical point of 
view. The object of every gun-designer Is 
to get his projectile out of his weapon 
with the utmost velocity possible, for, 
other things being equal, that means In- 
creased range and greater penetration; 
yet, in the process of giving the projectile 
the necessary rotatory motion about Its 
own axis, he In fact puts an exceedingly 
effective brake upon It and, by providing 
It with a hand of metal Into which the 
edges of the rifled grooves have to force 
their way, deliberately dissipates in heat 
a large portion of the available energy de- j 
veloped by the powder. 

it lias been left to an American inventor, 
Mr. Orlan C. Cullen, to avoid this waste of 
energy, and he has succeeded In so doing 
by a .method which, simple as It seems, Is 
so novel that the careful researches of the 
V. S, A. -»tent office have failed to din- 
cover anything that appears to anticipate 
it in the remotest degree. He simply uses 
a cylindrical projectile of perfectly smooth, 
hard steel, traveling upon the smooth and 
almost f iietionless path afforded by hard 
steel ball bearings. In the barrel a num- 
ber of grooves, usually eight, are cut of 
completely circular section, except that a 
small arc Is cut off so that each communi- 
cates with the bore- by a narrow slot. 
Into these grooves are tilled steel balls, 
which projected through the lots to the 
extent of about one-twentieth of their di- 
ameter, with the result that the projectile 
travels upon a rolling bed which offers the 
least possible resistance to both its for- 
ward and Its rotatory motions. At first 
sight it might • be supposed that the ar- 
rangement would not be gas-tight. That, 
however, Is not the case; the projectile Is 
made to tit closely to the balls, and Its 
elasticity, combined with that of the walls 
of the grooves and of the balls, insures that 
the gas does not escape past the bullet, 
which, moreover, may be conceived of as 
moving so easily and so rapidly that the 
gas has scarcely time to get ahead of It. 

The races, or grooves, In which the balls 
revolve at the breech end extent back to 
the powder chamber, the projectile lying 
so that Its head Just engages with the first 
ball in each groove. At the muzzle end 
the grooves are closed with what the in- 
ventor terms recoil-cushions, the twist of 
the grooves ceasing for a short distance 
from the muzzle in order to admit of their 
insertion. These cushions are constructed 
either with glycerine or with 6teel springs, 
but, whichever device is used, mutters are 
so arranged that the compression transmlt- 
tel along each row of balls begins as soon 
as the projectile enters the bore aud Is 
complete as It leaves the muzzle. In this 
way the Inventor claims that recoil Is done 
away with; the bullet has a course so open 
and free from resistance that the Initial 
recoil Is very email, and what there Is Is 
taken up by the recoil cushions, the ten- 
dency of the bullet being rather to drag 
the gun after it than to kick it away be- 
hind it. 

In regard to performance, the inventor 
states that he gets 40 per cent, greater 
average velocity, penetration, and range 
than can be obtained with the same 
weight of projectile and charge In guns 
made on the old system. Ills .;1U3 gun has 
a muzzle velocity of 3,200 foot-seconds, 
and a point-blank range of 630 yards, com- 
pared with the 480 of the ISrltlsh service 
rifle of the same bore, using exactly the 
same charge, and, while the latter can 
drive Its bullet through 72 one-inch boards, 
the Cullen gun can penetrate 11G. The 
Cullen gun of the same calibre Is C-ln. or 
7-in. shorter, though Its weight Is about 
the same, because the barrel is thicker, 
add its rilling makes four complete turns, 
against throe In the Lee-Enfield. The balls 
used In the grooves of a rifle of this cali- 
bre are one-tenth of nn Inch in diameter; 
l.i u 4-ln. gun they are three-quarters of 
an Inch. 

The cost of manufacture Is greater than 
with the ordinary rifling because of the 
difficulty of cutting the grooves absolutely 
circular and perfectly parallel to each 
other with the required twist. On the 
other side, apart from the superior effi- 
ciency of tbe weapon, musL be set the de- 
creased cost of the projectiles, which are 
of plain steel, with no paraphernalia of 
i oppor hands, and the longer life of the 
gnu. Most .if the wear fulls upon the bulls, 
and these can be easily renewed. Mr. Cn'- 
leu bus fired " 000 rounds from one piece, 
und finds that new hulls are required about 
(•very y,0»l rounds. At first he bnd trouble 
fioni breakage of tin- bulls, but Ibis has 
almost disappeared since he discovered th" 
proper steel of which to make them and 
the proper method by which to harden 
them. A hull does still I. real; occasionally, 
but the gun Is not rendered useless by the 
accident, though its efficiency Is somewhat 
Impaired, und. If there Is no opportunity 
of withdrawing the fragments, they grad- 
nally work out of themselves. The same 
thing happens with othfcr extraneous sub- 
stances that may get Into the bore. Oen. 
O! \V. Flagler, late chief of the TJ. S. A. 
ordnance, thinking to put the weapon out 
of action, blew some sand Into the tinrrc 1 ; 
in. n few rounds the muzzle velocity w < 
reduced, hut when the sand bad been 
ground to fine powder It seemed to net as 
a lubricant, and there wns actually an In- 
crease of efficiency to the amount of 4 
per cent, Another advantage claimed for 
the gun, due to the comparative absence 
of friction between the bullet and the 
ball bearings, Is that the barrel does not 
bent; so markedly Is this the e:\so that 
with Maxim guns It Is said to be posslb e 
t.> dispense with the cooling jackets which 
have given so much trouble in Tibet. The 
absence of recoil (which, however, can be 
obtained by contracting the bore, If it is 
wanted for any reason, as for working the 
Maxim-tiring innchanlsm) again has Im- 
portant consequences, since It does away 
with the necessity for complicated car- 
riages and mountings Intended to take up 
the recoil. Mr. Cullen has a six-pounder

"Sir Thomas Shaughnessy stated to the 
committee that waited upon him when he 
promised to build the hotel in this city, 
that each guest at the company's hotel in 
Quebec spent in that city $50 per day, in- 
cluding his hotel expenses. It we average 
the dally number of guests at the hotel 
In Victoria during the summer at -00, one- 
third of Its capacity, and credit them with 
the same personal expenditure, this would 
mean an actual cash value to the city of 
51,000 per day, or .?^JO,000 per month. 

••Surely," said Mr. Herbert Cuthhert, 
" who was asked by the Colonist yester- 
day to give some general Idea of the value 
to the city of the new C. P. It. hotel In 
view of the voting on the bylaw today, 
"surely such a prospect as this ought to 
prevent a single vote being cast against 
this bylaw. 

"Of course no man would be foolish 
enough to say that Kir Thomas' figures are 
sure to apply In Victoria, although there Is 
no reason why they should not, but, If you 
divide them In half, the result Is one very 
much to be desired. And, us you have 
asked me, I would like to point out a few 
of the other advantages to be derived. 

"The fortnight ; revious to my visit to 
Pasadena, Cnl., r . I estate, chiefly large 
residences, had heei. sold to the value of 
three hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 
To whom? To tourists. Aud jet we have 
had several families come up from there 
to Victoria because they like our climate 
better. Tile new C. P. R. hotel will bring 
to Victoria the wealthiest people possible, 
and we may hope to see a quicker move In 
residential real estate after it Is opened 
than ever before In the history of the 
city. 

"Another result will he special efforts on 
the part of the company, by advertising 
and cheap rates, lo draw travel to Vic- 
toria, ami there Is no doubt that only 
one out of ten will stay at their hotel, tin' 
cash value of which to the city will he 
at least equal to that derived from the big 
hotel. 

"Of course the defeat of the bylaw 
would not stop the hotel, but ll would re- 
lard It prohi It might have the 
effect of Inducing the company to- refuse 
tip consider the tenders now in ami to 
call for new ones. This would menu that 
the h,,tel would not be open for 1000, 
and we should lose a whole year's business. 

"In my humble opinion nothing c hi be 
more disastrous t . , Victoria at the sent 
time." 

"Is the city not doing more than we 
bargained for" in providing tMs money?" 
.Mr. Cntlibert wns asked. 

"Certainly not," he replied. "This 
money Is nut so much to benefit them as 
to pay lor the buttresses on the wall and 
for compensation to property holders. Hut, 
just think how much more than they bar- 
gained for the company is .doing. Sir 
Thomas stated to us that lie would not 
hind himself to spend more than three 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. Well, 
they spent ninety thousand before doing 
a stroke of work; the foundations are cost 
Ing another hundred thousand, and I un- 
derstand that the l"ill ing Itself will cost 
about six hundred thousand, Surely Vic- 
toria people can iiVoril twenty-five thou- 
sand extra t<> C0i iplete their own work, 
ami If by chance there was 89 little In- 
terest njown In the bylaw as to let It be 
defeat) 1. Hie outside world would not 
have 11 very high opinion of a city that 
could net afford twenty-live thousand dol- 
lnis to tlx up Its own property In decent 
shape for a company that was increasing 
their expenditure by at least six hundred 
thousand dollars. 

"Victoria has by Its dignified reception 
o' the news of the withdrawal of the navy 
shown that It can tnke reverses when 
they come, but let It also show that it can 
aud will seize Its opportunities when they 
present themselves."

In discussing this subject at the On- 
tario winter fair, Mr. ti. H. .Clark, chief 
of the seed division, Ottawa, said: .My 
observations have led me to ibelievo that 
breeders and feeders of live Block are, 
ars a rule, more alive to tbe importance 
of good seed than farmers who sell the 
'bulk of their hay ami grain. We are 
told that more than three-fourths of the 
raw materials harvested each year from 
Ontario iields is 'fed to live stock; a 
large proportion of it is manufactured 
into meat and dairy products. Stockmen 
are in a broad sense manufacturers and, 
as in tho case of other manufacturers, 
much of their success depends On the 
quality and eos-t of the raw material 
used. It would seem clear, then, that 
any increase in the yield per acre of the 
raw material would mean a commensur- 
ate reduction in its cost to the stockmen. 

When compared with the labor ami 
tho yearly rental value of the land, the 
cost of seed is a small item of expense 
in tho production of hay und grain, but 
tilio influence of the seed is much great- 
er than is generally believed. Indeed, 
us has been well enid, good seed is at 
the foundation of g-oixl (farming. 

The farms of most good stockmen are 
kept in a high state of fertility. In con- 
sequence, they are able to grow better 
crops than their 'neighbors who sell their 
grain, bul it occurs to me that on most 
stockmen's farms much more profitable 
crops would be obtained if tbe seed used 
were always of the best; the bes! seed, 
though ils cost nun- seem high, is alwavs 
the cheapest.

The principles which 
make for the improvement of live stock 
may also be nppliod with equal advan- 
tage from the standpoint of tbe practi- 
cal farmer for tbe improvement of cropn, 
but. as much bus already been done by 
the way of selection in the improvement 
of live slock and but little .for the im- 
provement of corn and other crops, it 
follows that there remain greater oppor- 
tunities for improvement in the selection 
of seed grain. It was in view of these 
opportunities that Prof: Robertson start- 
ed the project, four years ago that led 
up to the formation iu June last of the 
Canadian Seed Growers' Associaion, the 
work of which is conducted on a basis 
not dissimilar to that adopted by your 
live stock associations. 

We have I wen ty -three farmers in On- 
tario who have started to grow seed 
corn. Bach of them provided a breed- 
ing plot of not less than one-quarter of 
an acre, on which they plant about twen- 
ty rows of corn, each from a separate 
car, which is shelled by hand as it is 
dropped in the hill*. Each ear will 
plant a single row complete and twenty 
selected ears are required to plant n 
breeding plot, which, to prevent cross- 
fertilization, is kept at a distance from 
any other variety or field of corn. Be- 
fore tho pollen is ripe, the tassels are 
cut from all tbe inferior stalks so that 
all of the corn will be fertilized with 
the |HiUen from vigorous growing plants. 
When tho erop is mat and. one or two 
of the 3»est out of the twenty rows are 
selected from which to choose twenty 
perfect ears from the best plants in 
those rows, to plant the breeding plot 
of the next yeat» The balance of the 
good ears from the lurecding plots is 
used to plan! a field on which general 
crop seed is grown.

VICTORIA WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

January -1th to 10th, 100.">. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. 

The weather during tills week has been, 
with the exception of one day, fine and 
cold. The winds have been mostly light 
to moderate In force and from the north- 
ward, both on the straits and the coaat 
extending to California. This- fine type of 
weather is due to the barometric pressure 
remaining abnormally high over the Do- 
minion from the Pacific to Ontario, while 
across California a series of ocean low- 
barometer areas have been moving towards 
the Mississippi Valley. These conditions 
have caused a marked prevalence of dry 
and cold northerly winds throughout the 
Pacific slope. Frosts have occurred here 
upon the lust three days of the week, and 
on the Lower Mninlaud upon four days. 
At -Port Simpson 'the lowest temperature 
was below freezing -upon every day of the 
week, and upon the last three days the 
maximum temperature was ut the freezing 
point. No great cold baa occurred In the 
Kootenay district and practically no snow 
bas fallen, while In Cariboo the tempera- 
ture has been down to or below zero upon 
two days. With tbe exception of Alberta, 
where the climate is comparatively mild, 
zero temperatures have been general 
throughout the Territories and Manitoba. 
The lowest temperatures reported were 42 
below zero at Prince Albert and 44 below 
at Minncdosa during- the morning of the 
lcth. This cold wave was more extensive 
than the previous ones and spread to the 
Southern Stutes. At Memphis 10 degrees 
of frost occurred. 

Victoria— Amount of bright sunshine re- 
corded was 20 hours and 24 minutes; rain, 
.12 Inch; highest temperature, 45.0, on 5tb; 
lowest, 31.3, on Oth. . - 

New Westminster— Rain, .10 Inch; high- 
est temperuture, 40, on 5th; lowest, 24, on 
Oth. 

Knmloops— No snow; highest tempera- 
ture, 34, on 4th, 5th and 6th- lowest, 8, 
on the 10th. 

Barkervllle— Snowfall, 1 Inch; highest 
temperature, 28, on the 5th; lowest, 2 be- 
low, on Sth. 

Port Simpson— (Rain, .04 inch; highest 
temperature, 38, on 4th, Oth and 7th; low- 
est. 20, on Sth, Oth and 10th. 

Dawson— 'Highest temperature, 1 below, 
o;i the Sth; lowest temperature, 2S below, 
on Oth.

The undertone la undeniably firm and 
such tasting operations as the professionals 
venture upon are Indicative of a spirit of 
honefulncss for higher prices. Eor sev- 
eral days past the early transactions have 
been light buying orders, following reces- 
sions, and the disappointing fact Is devel- 
oped that traders are alone in the market. 
This stagnant condition of speculation Is 
it surprise to those who looked for active 
dealings with the January congestion of 
money supply and the effort to And explan- 
ation for it points to various surmises. 
The natural accumulation of money In 
New York Is modlded to some extent by 
the outgo of gold and next week's require- 
ment of $10,000,000 .for the return of gov- 
ernment deposits Is subject for consider- 
ation. But the almost plethoric condition 
o'' the money market and the loan Interest 
rates prevailing make this aa Improbable 
explanation for the neglected speculation. 
The unprecedented rush of depositors at 
the local savings bunk this week is offer- 
ed as part explanation cf the diversion of 
Investment funds, the attraction being the 
advance In the Interest rate to depositors 
Offered by many of the banks. Then there 
is some distrust of the level to which 
prices had been pushed in anticipation of 
the January movement. The rise of a 
text special stocks left the Indeterminate 
tone of .the market unchanged up to the 
close. 

The movement of bond prices was Irregu- 
lar, but there was a well diffused activity 
Jn the market.

The Merchants

I The chairman said it would appear to 
liim that the plan suggested by the 
Board of Trade would operate ugainst 
the large capitalist in favor of the' small 
investor. 

■Mr. Todd . said it would bo difficult to 
arrive at a law whic J h would touch every- 
one alike. As far as the wholesale mer- 
chant was concerned everything' was 
Retting 1 down to a cash basis. Respect- 
ing .stocks, business here was done very 
largely on the credit system. Iu Seattlo 
the accounts were collected every two 
weeks. 

1 The chairman pointed out that the 
province would, in certain stated in- 
stances, make the suggested plan lose 
all power of taxing goods wherever they 
anight be found. 

Mr. Todd cited a different stated case 
proving the wisdom of the plan sug- 
gested by the board. 

Hon. Mr, Tatlow, referring to the 
taxation on personal property) said in- 
come tax was paid in the tax derived 
from real estate. ■ 

Mr. Todd stated the merchants did 
not object to paying taxes, but did ob- 
ject to the raise "from 50 to 0() — this 
was imposing too great a 'burden on the 
commercial man. especially when the 
assessment was raised at the same time. 

The chairman .said the question was— 
there was so much money to lie raised 
and the object of thp commission was 
to know how to raise this money in the 
ariost equitable fashion. 

Mr. Bimtzen asked Colonel Trior if 
he were sure that taxing the net worth 
would 1 make the system better. 

To this Messrs. Todd and Prior re- 
plied that the rate should be reduced 
and then it would work more equitably. 

Hon. Mr, Tatlow said the govern- 
arient's policy was to tax a dollar's 
■worth of property wherever it was 
found, whether it were personal and 
real property or income. 

Replying to Colonel Prior, the chair- 
man explained that the commercial 
traveler who came here to do business 
represented people who were paying 
taxi's on stocks in other provinces— so 
the thing worked out that merchants 
were taxed everywhere. No doubt in 
the past the incidence of taxation was 
■very unfair; now the commission was 
trying t" rectify matters. 

Hon. Colonel Prjor cited the case of 
.merchants who were taxed at the rate 
of 11 per cent, on their business. 

Hon. Mr. Ta,tlow said only 25 per 
cent, of the revenue was derived from 
taxation. 

Mr. Todd asked what was the differ- 
ence in the amount of the personal prop- 
erty tax this year and last year. 

I Ion. Mr. Tatlow replied that last 
year the amount was 593,384; this year 
$197,920. There was a 'larger amount 
of properly to tax this year than last. 

Hon. 'Colonel Prior— "Would it be pos- 
sible to tax income alone?" 

The chairman— "I do not think it 
■would work out any better for the mer- 
cantile community." 

A discussion ensued at this point as 
1o how best to tax the commission man 
60 as to make the taxation equitable to 
the merchant. 

Mr. Todd thought it could be estab- 
lished that some commission men, who 
had mi capital invested in business, had 
incomes greater than flint of many mer- 
chants. 

Mr. Pauline said that it was obviously 
unreasonable to tax a merchant on what 
he does not possess; the better plan 
-would be to tax him on his net worth. 
A rate of one-half of one per cent, was 
all that the merchant should be called 
upon to hear. 



The chairman— "The system, of taxa- 
tion is bused on property wherever it is 
ifound. The government cannot deter- 
mine whether his goods are owned by 
one man or another. If the merchant 
owned a stock of $100,000 he had the 
goods and expected to make a profit on 
them. The argument of the board was 
against capital. 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow asked why the gov- 
ernment should discriminate against the 
■merchant who owned stock outright and 
the man who had paid only for one-half 
of it. 

Mr. Todd said the practice nowadays 
was not to give credit to auy great 
extent. 

Mr. Lawson cited the case of the 
government taxing a pound of sugar 
and also the book debts for the. same. 

The) chairman admitted that it was a 
very difficult problem to deal with in 
strict equity. 

Mr. Lawson gave it as his opinion 
that the tax amounted to more than 
10 per cent, in the income derived from 
personal property, in the case of many 
merchants. 

Mr. Luke Pither would like to see a 
tax ou the liquor travelers who come to 
this country. There was a law on the 
statute books' which had never been en- 
forced. The liquor merchant should be 
protected, as he had to pay heavy muni- 
cipal taxes. In Alberta the travelers 
had to pay $250 a year. This was a 
license to the house. 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow tva3 glad that this 
point had been raised. An effort was 
made to collect the tax in one instance, 
hut it was found impossible) to do so. 

Mr. MeTvilligan explained that the 
chief of police had found it impossible 
to get a conviction. 

Mr. Pither suggested that the reput- 
able lionse should be informed of the 
illegality of travelers soliciting orders 
without paying the tax. No doubt this 
woidd have 'a salutary effect, and the 
liquor dealers would aid the govern- 
ment in enforcing the law. 

Before withdrawing Hon. Colonel 
Prior asked that the book debts be 
eliminated from taxation. 

Mr. Todd said the government had 
taken the right stand in appointing the 
commission, ami the merchants had 
every confidence in the personnel of the 
commission. 

The chairman said the question now 
was to keep the revenue on a self-sus- 
taining hnsis; and the desire of tin; 
commission was to equalize the incidence 
of taxation. The government was only 
too anxious to put taxation on a sound 
basis. The returns from the assessments 
came out almost exactly as was com- 
puted in the hist estimates. Xext year 
they would face the deficit of the Chi- 
nese poll tax; and no doubt next year 
there would he larger expenditures on 
public works. 

The Board of Trade deputation thou 
withdrew. 

Mr. Gait then resumed his explana- 
tions of the operations of the two per 
cent, tax, reciting the various arguments 
which he has presented to the public 
<m nuniorous occasions through the press. 
He could not agree with the views of 
the gentlemen who gave testimony yes- 
terday in favor of the operation of the 
tax. 

Mr. Gait, during the course of his 
remarks, madoj the important statement 
that $4,000 per day in values was being 
mined by the Centre Star mine. He 
claimed that while this was true no 
dividends were Ixdng paid to the share- 
holders, the money going into the pockets 
of the wage earners and distributed 
amongst the community of Rossland, 

x ue chairman called attention to the 
fai t thai British, Columbia's laws were 
much more liberal than those of Aus- 
tralia. I; 

Mr. Gait, thought conditions were en- 
tirely different. In Colorado, for the 
first ten years, they freed the mines en- 
tirely from taxation. 

The commission then adjourned until 
1(1 o'clock this morning.

London Experts Speak in Teims 
of Highest Appreciation of 

Exhibits From b.C.. 

i 



•The following Interesting report from Mr. 
J. II. Tamer, ageut-geuoral for British 
Columbia In London, gives additional In- 
formation as to the recent successful ex- 
hibit of provincial fruit in the Metropolis, 
with extracts from the English press that 
are themselves an admirable advertisement 
for British. Columbia. The exhibit was 
made at the fruit show of t lie Itoyal Horti- 
cultural Society In the New Hall, Vincent 
Square, Westminster, London; on the 12th, 
18th and 11th of December ultimo. Ill his 
report to Hon. Mr. Tatlow, minister of 
agriculture, Mr. Turner says: 

"As p. preliminary, I may state that the 
show was not quite as large as was expect- 
ed, owing to the fact that the Dmlnloa 
provinces, with the exception of British 
Columbia, had not taken It up extensively; 
there was, however, an excellent exhibit 
of line apples from Nova Scotia, which 
was awarded a silver medal, and a good 
show from Ontario, subsequently labelled 
Dominion of Canada— but neither was 
quite as thorough as ours, nor so large. 

"You are aware that the British Colum- 
bia fruit arrived early in October, and 
consequently had to be stored. The Royal 
Horticultural Society kindly allowed us the 
use of the basement lloor of their hall for 
this purpose, the temperature of which 
wns suitable. Owing to the length of 
time the fruit was here kept, I thought 
It advisable to have every apple examined 
before being placed on the tallies. Tills 
took a good deal ot time, but was effective. 
If had to be completed before noon on Mon- 
day, tlie 12th December, as their committee 
had decided to hold a private show on that 
day for the press and Invited guests. lion. 
Charles Wilson, attorney-general for Brit- 
ish Columbia, was prVsent at tills. 

"The show to the public was opened on 
Tuesday, the lot Ii December, and contin- 
ue I. until 10 p. ni. of the 14th, and was 
very well attended, being greatly crowded 
on the 13th. 

"British Columbia's had a very Im- 
portant position lu the ball, and command- 
el more attention than any other exhibit, 
except that of tropical fruits and roots 
from the West Indies; the judges were 
very much Interested In It. as were also 
the large fruit growers of this market. 
Messrs. Garcia of Covent Garden, the 
most extensive Arm of fruit merchants in 
London, and the secretary and buyer of 
the Army ami N«.vy Stores, strongly com- 
mended the British Columbia apples, and 
expressed a wish to enter Into arrange- 
ments for Importing them to England. 

"On the afternoon of the 12th the sec- 
retary announced that British Columbia 
had again been awarded the highest Brit- 
ish prize, the gold medal of the Itoyal 
Horticultural Society, and in doing so, he 
remarked that it was unprecedented in the 
history of the society for one competitor 
to win two gold medals lu one year. 

"With respect to the condition of the 
fruit on being unpacked, and the method 
of packing, etc., I beg to say as follows: 

"The Newton Pippins from Stirling it 
Pifcalrn turned out better than any other 
apples; they were perfect, only one slight- 
ly bruised la the box. The Greenings, 
m.any of them much bruised; Ontarlos very 
tine. The fruit from Summerland was in 
perfect condition, and elicited much com- 
mendation. Kamlooos apples shown by Mr. 
Cecil Ward with ours, were a very tine 
lot, but some of them packed In still' paper 
were very badly bruised. 

"From the experience obtained from this 
shipment it is evident that the softer ap- 
ples require excelsior or some other ma- 
terial packed between the fruit and the 
box, and each apple well wrapped in soft 
paper— all the apples shipped, as special- 
ly tine fruit from New York, Oregon and 
California are so packed — and some of the 
Newton Plpnlns from New York arc now 
retailing in the high class shops in Regent 
street and Piccadilly at 5d. and Od. each. 
These are, however, much larger than the 
Newtons from British Columbia in our 
show. At the same places of business 
choice pears are selling at from 2d. up to 
Is. 8d. each, the latter being the Doyenne 
du Cornice, of very large size and line 
quality; but there Is a very great quan- 
tity of such chosen fruit sold in this mar- 
ket. At the same time there Is at present 
an enormous supply of ordinary good mar- 
ket apples here today, retailing at Is. 2d. 
to 2s. 2d. per pound; Nova Scotia Bold- 
wins and ltussets at lis. Od. to 21s. per 
barrel. The few pears sent from Stirling 
& Pitcairn were highly commended, hut 
there were so few that no show could be 
made of them. 

"Since the exhibition closed, packages 
of the British Columbia fruit have been 
seat to the London offices of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, the office of the High Com- 
missioner, the Dominion Emigration ofllce, 
Loudon, and also at Liverpool, Glasgow,' 
Birmingham, Bristol. Cardiff, Belfast and 
Dublin, and are now exhibited at those 
places— smaller packages to n number of 
newspapers, and to some private people, 
and two boxes placed at the disposal of 
ills Majesty the King, and by bis request 
sent to the Children's Hospital, Ormond 
street. 

"Letters of congratulation nave been re- 
ceived from Ills Majesty the King, Lord 
Strathcona, Lady Aberdeen, Messrs. Gar- 
cia, Mr. Bennett Poce, an authority on 
fruit, and others, and complimentary 
notices are appearing lu many papers. 

"The judges considered that the apples 
marked as Rome Beauty, Ben Davis (from 
Lyttou), Yandervere (do.), aiv all one 
variety, Rambo — it is thought that this 
should lie Itiltnbour. The Golden Russets 
sent were not of good appearance, decided- 
ly not equal to the British grown. Blue 
Penrmains were liner and better than 
those from Nova Scotia or those British 
grown. The judges thought very highly 
of Hollo- Sweet, Salome and Nonsuch. 
4 "The British fruit shown by Cnnnell & 
Co was remarkably line and beautiful in 
appearance, and of excellent quality, but 
was not in competition; taken as a whole, 
however, the British Columbian were ahead 
of all others. 

"It Is tie' opinion of the Judges that the 
frult growers of British Columbia are 
evidencing great ability In their business, 
are pursuing good methods, and conse- 
quently producing excellent fruit of such 
appearance and quality as would ensure 
u ready market for it in London, if it is 
required.

Evade Head Tax? 



Seld Heathens Attend School 
for a Year to Secure 
Refund. 



Rebate of Head Tax Given on 
Presentation of School 
Certificate. 



Do Chinese evade the head tax of iivo 
hundred dollars, now In force, to put a 
check on the incursion of the yellow 
man? At the meeting of the school trus- 
tees held last night it was said that 
they did; that Chinese pupils came to 
the" city schools and after twelve 
months secured a certificate to the ef- 
fect that they were students of the 
schools for the past year. They then 
applied for a refund of the head tax, 
which was granted, for the law says 
that Chiueso students are to be admit- 
ted fre*-. 

A communication was received at last 
night's meeting of the school trustees 
from Messrs. Bodwell & Lawson, who 
wrote on behalf of eleven Chiueso stu- 
dents of the city schools applying for 
a refund of the head tax; they had been 
informed, they .said, that it had been 
the custom to charge $2.50 a head when 
the school superintendent issued the 
certificates, and they knew of no clause 
in tho school laws to cover this action. 
They -were willing to pay one dollar on 
behalf of each of the eleven, but thought 
.$2.50 excessive. 

Had the board the right to charge 
?-!.50 when the certificates which en- 
abled, the Chinese to collect a refund 
of tho head tax were issued? That was 
a question discussed by several of the 
trustees. Tho chairman, Trustee Jay, 
said certificates were issued to such 
pupils only on tho approval, of the city 
superintendent, so that the issuance 
could bo controlled. lie believed that 
the net wns being stretched in granting 
a refund; it was never intended that 
pupils attending the city schools for 
twelve months should be entitled to a 
refund of the head tax. But it is the 
practice of the Ottawa government. The 
charge of $2.50 made on issuance of the 
certificates has been customary, tho 
money so secured being held at the order 
of the board. 

Other trustees, in discussing the mat- 
ter, pointed out that the act said that 
any Chinese student coming into the 
country should be free of the head tax; 
it: was only intended to be operative in 
the case of pupils coming to seek ad- 
vanced education. Now many Chinese 
youths, future coolies in many cases, 
evade the head tax by attending the city 
Schools for a year. 

On the 30th of January lust, it was 
pointed out, forty boys were presented 
at the city schools for tuition. They 
had been hurried into the country at 
that time when Chinese were rushing 
in to evade the increased head tax, and 
many of thi.se Chinese it was. who 
were now applying for a refund of the 
tax of one hundred paid to secure their 
admittance. 

Trustee Mowat asked if it was shown 
that tii«> board had mil the right to 
charge the $2. 50 as stated, was it com- 
pulsory that, the board issued certifi- 
cates? 

Superintendent Eaton— "No." 
Trustee Mowat — "Well, don't issue 
them." 

The matter was finally referred to 



the incoming board; no certificates wil 
be Issued pending its further considera- 
tion.

There are now 81 homicide cases 
pending in the New York courts. This 
gives a total of OS murder cases, count- 
ing convictions and cases awaiting trial. 
The other St) homicides we aro supposed 
■to 'place under the head of unsolved 
juim-ilci] mysteries and cases of self- de- 
fence. 

To prove that the law methods are lax 
and that murder is not punished refer to 
tbo records for 1004. There were but 27 
convictions for murder during the year. 
Fully 40 per cent, of these were for 
Oiomicidee committed during the previous 
year of 1003. 

In a community where 147 murders oc- 
cur in one year, there aro 27 convictions, 
.and out of these there are two death 
.sentences and seven sentences of life im- 
prisonment Compare these figures with 
that of London, with its 'population of 
sis and one j half millions, where in 1003 
there were but 24 murders. Ouly four 
out of these 24 escaped arrest and trial 
— and they committed suicide. To make 
the figures more striking put them in 
tabular form:

What chance has the New York mur- 
derer to escape punishment under the 
existing conditions? Take it bookmak- 
er's odds, for example: ",'! to 1 the mur- 
derer is never discovered; 2 to 1 he es- 
capes trial on the plea of self-defence." 
And if indicted and placed on trial he 
iplays the game in this fashion: "71 to 
1 'lie escapes the death sentence, 23 to 1 
'i\o escapes life imprisonment, 8 to 1 lie 
escapes conviction." 

Considering these results of law en- 
forcement and the lack of intelligent 
work in the detective bureau, is it aston- 
ishing that New York had 147 murders 
during the year 190i, and that this great 
city is the 'most lawless community in 
the civilized world V The aggregate hom- 
icides in one year of London, Paris and 
Berlin do not equal the awful murder 
record of New York City. 

The cause, lies in the lack of intelli- 
gence in 'the, personnel of the detective 
bureau! In detection' lies the first great 
preventive; the rigid! enforcement of the 
law comes as a secondary fact. Even 
where the murderer is caught red-band- 
ed, our detective system fails in accu- 
mulating the intelligent facts of evidence 



necessary to convict. When a prisoner 
makes a confession of murder to the po- 
lice, it is just as important id gather in- 
criminating evidence as* if no confession 
had been made. 'New York detectives do 
not know, nor will not understand, that 
a confession is not legal evidence Ot 
murder. A man charged with a crime- 
must bo proved guilty by facts in sub- 
stantiated evidence. 

The murderer today selects as bin 
weapon of death the instrument Unit 
will most easily battle tbo police. Tbo 
revolver and the knife lire no lullgQt 
fashionable in criminal circles. The use 
of poison, tbo. hands of tbo strnnglor, 
and the blow of the sandbag aro easy, 
sure methods, selected because ot (be 
difficulty of the law officers ta| SccUJrlug 
evidence for conviction. 

Murder has become a line art! wby 
should not the detection of crime also 
'become a find) art? Detection of crime 
today should bo a science; instead, It 
staggers about with a pair of big boots 
and n club. 

In the use of poison as a means of 
taking human life the murderer es- 
canes detection in a -majority of eases, 
and rarely is there a criminal brought to 
justice for this particular phase of homi- 
cide. In 50 cases of murder by poison 
there is scarcely a single conviction. In 
view, of the ease with which murder of 
this kind can be accomplished, of the 
chance against detection, and of the 
strong motive to commit the crime, I 
quite ngreo with Dr. Wooster Bench, 
who, in a paper read before the Medico- 
Legal (Society, said: "For one homicide 
by poison that comes to light there are 
10 that are never known." 

The newspaper press has accomplish- 
ed much in tin* way of detecting crime 
and securing the punishment of the 
criminal, and as an illustration I wish to 
cite but a single instance: 

On the night of March 1 Edward B. 
White, formerly a messenger of Mil- 
lionaire Charles M. Schwab, was found 
dead with a fractured skull at the base- 
ment door of his residence. No. 234 
West Fifty-third street. The strange 
feature of the case was the apathy of 
the police. The body lay at the house 
for days without any especial attention 
being paid to it until a reporter made a 
few inquiries and discovered that mur- 
der had been dene. The 'arrest of 'Wil- 
liam Ross, White's brot'her-in-la w, fol- 
lowed, and later ltoss confessed in his 
cell to Coroner Scholer that he bad 
killed White with an axe. The case was 
proved, and after a fair trial Boss was 
found guilty and sent to Sing Sing for 
20 rears. 

Out of a total of 147 murders in New 
York during t ho year 1004, there were 
54 unsolved mysteries. In some of these 
cases suspects were arrested and efforts 
were honestly, made to fasten the crime 
upon the guilty ones. But there were 
other cases in Which tbo police failed 
signally, and in certain instances mur- 
der was treated with utter neglect.— 
New York World.
